VIII. CONFERRING OF THE DISTINGUISHED COMMUNITY SERVICE AWARD 


Candidate for the Distinguished Community Service Award 


James F. “Bill” Long 


The candidate will be presented by Samuel Goldberg, 
Professor of Mathematics 


James Franklin “Bill” Long was born in Baltimore on January 
7, 1913, graduated from the Baltimore Polytechnic Institute in 
1932, and received the A.B. from Heidelberg College in 1936. 
From 1940-42 he was an organizer of cooperatives and forum 
discussion groups for the Ohio Farm Bureau Co-op Associa- 
tion, and served during World War II inthe U.S. Army Medical 
Administrative Corps, rising from Private to Captain. Follow- 
ing the war he returned to Ohio, and from 1946-48 was the 
Educational and Organizational Director of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau Co-op. In 1949 he came to Oberlin as General Manager 
of the Oberlin Consumers Cooperative, Inc., a position he held 
for 35 years until his retirement this past January. In addition, 
he served as Manager of the Co-op Bookstore. It is not, how- 
ever, his business acumen for which he is honored, but his ines- 
timable contributions to the City of Oberlin that span five dec- 
ades of local history. He was elected to five terms on City 
Council, and served as Council Chairman as well as Acting 
City Manager; he served several terms on the Oberlin Recrea- 
tion Commission, including two terms as Commission Chair- 
man; he was an active member of the City’s first committee 
established to create a fair housing law (the first such law in the 


State of Ohio); he was co-organizer of the Oberlin Improve- 
ment and Development Company which created the Oberlin 
Industrial Park; he served as chairman of the committee that 
brought the Federal Aviation Administration Air Traffic Con- 
trol Center to Oberlin; and he has been an active member in the 
N.A.A.C.P. and the American Civil Liberties Union. Of par- 
ticular importance has been his unflagging efforts to advance 
racial and social equality and justice in Oberlin, not only 
through the various functional roles he played in the organiza- 
tions cited, but in the enlightened employment policies he es- 
tablished at the Co-op Bookstore; in his efforts to find employ- 
ment for minority workers in local businesses and summer jobs 
for disadvantaged area youths; and in his creative efforts to 
share with Oberlin citizens the community’s extraordinary his- 
tory of racial concern through a play he wrote on the famous 
Wellington Rescue. In 1969 he was awarded the degree Honor- 
ary Doctor of Humane Letters by Oberlin College. For his 
thirty-five years of dedicated service to Oberlin, a career that 
has dramatically enriched the quality of life for all its citizens, 
Bill Long is honored today.

An industrial research chemist, he is the 
holder of more than fifty patents; was a leader in development of the chemis- 
try of nitrogen-fluorine compounds; was first person to recognize the value of 
converted soybean oil and related materials as plasticizers and stabilizers for 
polyvinylchloride. Research includes ion exchange, environmental control, 


SHINICHI SUZUKI, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


Born, October 18, 1898, Nagoya, Japan. The son of a maker of stringed in- 
struments, he graduated from Nagoya Commercial School (1915), and studied 
violin with Ko Ando (in Japan) and with Karl! Klinger (in Berlin, 1921-28), 
both former pupils of Joachim. Upon returning to Japan, founded Suzuki 
Quartet; in 1930 became President of Teikoku Music School; shortly thereaf- 
ter founded Tokyo String Orchestra, and as its conductor introduced Baroque 
music to Japan. In 1933 he began developing his educational method of teach- 
ing which would revolutionize the teaching of music to the very young. In 
1946, while living in Nagano Prefecture, he started the Talent Education 


petroleum chemicals and plastics; during early stages of U.S. space program 
made significant contributions in research on rocket propellants. Currently is 
President of the influential professional association The American Chemical 
Society, in which he has been an active member for over 20 years. He is a 
member of Sigma Xi, Phi Lambda Upsilon, Philadelphia Organic Chemists 
Club, Society of Chemical Industry, American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, and a Fellow, American Institute of Chemists. He has served 
as a consultant to the U.S. government. 


Movement. The striking results he was to achieve spread his method of teach- 
ing worldwide. The Suzuki method stresses ear training and coordination 
through learned techniques of listening and imitating; the technique can be 
taught to children as early as their third birthday and has been applied to cello, 
piano, flute and other instruments. In 1958 the Suzuki method of string in- 
struction was first introduced to Oberlin; in 1964 Suzuki himself visited 
Oberlin for the first time. Some 300,000 students (two-thirds in the United 
States) have studied under the Suzuki method. 


ANDRE VOZNESENSKY, DOCTOR OF HUMANE LETTERS 


Born, Moscow U.S.S.R., May 12, 1933. Studied at Moscow Architectural 
Institute, 1951-57. Was an apprentice to Boris Pasternak. Books of poetry 
include The Parabola (1960), Mosaics (1960), The Triangled Pear (1962), The 
Achillean Heart (1966), The Antiworlds and the Fifth Ace (1966), Selected 
Poems (1967), The Shadow of Sound (1970), Glance (1972), Set the Bird Free! 
(1974), Story Under Full Sail (1974), Violoncello Oak-leaf (1975), Stained 
Glass Panel Master (1976), Temptation (1978), Nostalgia for the Present 
(1978). Theatrical works include Antiworlds (1965), Save Your Faces (1970), 
Juno and Avos (1982). Recently, he has returned to working in architecture, 


and is currently designing a monument. He is the recipient of numerous 
awards including the International Award for Distinguished Achievement in 
Poetry (1978), and the U.S.S.R. State Award in Literature (1978). He is a 
member of the Board of Directors of the Soviet Writers’ Union, of the Bavar- 
ian Academy of Art, the American Academy of Arts and Letters, and the 
French Poetry Academy. His works have been translated into English by W. 
H. Auden, Robert Lowell, and Stanley Kunitz, among others. He is a resident 
of Moscow.
